concentration of less than 0.1 1 ug/ml ;

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chambe r; and wh e r e in th e 
lipids hav e a conc e ntration of a s e mi volatil e compound of l e ss than 0.1 1 jug/ml aft e r th e 
container has b ee n autoclaved and then stands at 4 8 hours. 

Claim 28. (previously presented) The container of claim 27 wherein the semi-volatile 
compound is selected from the group of 2,6 di-t-butyl-4-methyl-phenol; 2,6-di-t-butyl-4- 
ethylphenol; and 25-crown-5 ether. 

Claim 29. (previously presented) The container of claim 28 wherein the concentration 
of 2,6-di-t-butyl-4-methyl-phenol is less than 0.050/xg/ml. 

Claim 30. (previously presented) The container of claim 28 wherein the concentration 
of 25-crown-5 ether is less than 0.010jLig/ml. 

Claim 3 1 . (previously presented) The container of claim 27 wherein the container is 
constructed from a flexible plastic material. 

Claim 32. (previously presented) The container of claim 3 1 wherein the flexible 
plastic material does not contain polyvinyl chloride. 

Claim 33. (previously presented) The container of claim 3 1 wherein the flexible 
plastic material a multilayer film. 
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Claim 34. (previously presented) The container of claim 33 wherein the multilayer 
film comprises four layers. 

Claim 35. (currently amended) The container of claim 27 wherein the container is an 
autoclaved container has b e en autoclav e d at 121°C. 

Claim 36 (currently amended) The container of claim 27 wherein the peelable seal is a 
heat sealed peelable seal form e d by h e at s e aling . 

Claim 37. (currently amended) The container of claim 36 wherein the peelable seal is an 
RF welded peelable seal h e at s e aling is radio frequ e ncy w e lding .

Claim 44. (currently amended) A container for storing and admixing medical solutions 
comprising: 

a body having an RF responsive polymer layer composed of an ethylene vinyl acetate 
copolymer ; 

a first chamber containing4ipids a lipid component ; 
a second chamber; and 

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chambe r; and wh e rein th e 
lipds hav e a concentration of 2,6 di t butyl 4 m e thylph e nol of l e ss than 0.50 /xg/ml after th e 
contain e r has b e en autoclav e d and th e n stands for 4 8 hours at ambi e nt t e mp e ratur e. 

Claim 45. (currently amended) The container of claim 44 wherein the container-has 
b ee n autoclaved at 121 °C is an autoclaved container . 

Claim 46. (currently amended) A container for storing and admixing medical solutions 
comprising: a first chamber containing4ipids a lipid component having a 2,6-di-t-butyl-4- 
ethvlphenol concentration of less than 0.01 lug/ml ; 

a second chamber; and 
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a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chamber; and wher e in th e 
lipids hav e a conc e ntration of 2,6 di t butyl 4 ethylph e nol of less than 0.01 1 /ig/ml aft e r th e 
container has b ee n autoclaved and then stands for 4 8 hours at ambient t e mperatur e. 

Claim 47. (currently amended) The container of claim 46 wherein the containe r is an 
autoclaved containe r has b e en autoclav e d at 121 °C . 

Claim 48. (currently amended) A container for storing and admixing medical solutions 
comprising: 

a first chamber containing4ipids a lipid component having a 2 5 -crown ether 
concentration of less than 0.010 [ig/ml ; 
a second chamber: and 

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chambe r; and wh e r e in the lipds hav e 
a concentration of 25 crown e th e r of l e ss than 0.010 /xg/ml after th e contain e r has b ee n 
autoclav e d and th e n stands for 4 8 hours at ambi e nt t e mp e ratur e. 

Claim 49. (currently amended) The container of claim 48 wherein the container is an 
autoclaved containe r has be e n autoclaved at 121 °C . 

Claim 50. (currently amended) A container for storing and admixing medical solutions 
comprising: 

a first chamber containing4ipids a lipid component having an aluminum concentration of 
less than 0.023 |ig/ml ; 

a second chamber; and 

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chambe r; and wh e r e in th e 
lipids hav e a concentration of aluminum of less than 0.023 /ig/ml aft e r th e contain e r has b ee n 
autoclav e d and th e n stands for 4 8 hours at ambi e nt t e mp e ratur e. 

Claim 51. (currently amended) The container of claim 50 wherein the container is an 
autoclaved containe r has b ee n autoclav e d at 121°C . 



Claim 52. (previously presented) A container for storing and admixing medical 
solutions comprising: 
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a first chamber containing4ipids a lipid component having an oligomeric propylene 
concentration of less than 5,6 ug/ml ; 
a second chamber; 

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chamber; and wh e r e in th e 
lipids ha e a conc e ntration of oligom e ric propyl e n e of l e ss than 5.6 /ig/ml after th e contain e r has 
b e en autoclaved and th e n stands for 4 8 hours at ambi e nt t e mp e ratur e. 

Claim 53. (currently amended) The container of claim 52 wherein the container is an 
autoclaved containe r has b ee n autoclav e d at 121°C . 



Claim 54. (currently amended) A container for storing and admixing medical solutions 
comprising: 

a first chamber containing-lipids a lipid component having an oligomeric ethylene vinyl 
acetate concentration of less than 5.6ug/ml ; 
a second chamber; and 

a peelable seal separating the first chamber from the second chambe r; and wh e r e in th e 
lipids have a conc e ntration of oligomeric ethyl e n e vinyl ac e tat e of l e ss than 5.6/ig/ml aft e r th e 
container has be e n autoclaved and th e n stands for 4 8 hours at ambi e nt temp e ratur e. 

Claim 55. (currently amended) The container of claim 54 wherein the container is an 
autoclaved containe r has b e en autoclaved at 121°C . 

Claim 56. (new) The container of claim 31 wherein the flexible plastic material further 
comprises an RF responsive polymer layer composed of an ethylene vinyl acetate copolymer. 

Claim 57. (new) The container of claim 44 wherein the lipid component further 
comprises an oligomeric ethylene vinyl acetate concentration of less than 5.6 jxg/ml. 
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
